tower light out on the top of a 300 foot stick. ‘It looked like a: 


routine job, so I belted up, put a new light bulb in my bag and climbed 
(First trip-300") to the top of the tower, only to find that the socket 
was bad. So. I climbed (2-600") back down to the truck and got a new 
socket and climbed (3-900') back up again. 


While I was replacing the socket, I heard a crack of thunder and 
felt a few raindrops. I tied off the bag with the bulbs and started 
down (4-1200°) the tower as fast as I could. About half way down, a 
strong gust of wind shook the tower. I looked up just in time to see 
the bag come untied, out came the bulbs and down they came right over 
my head at about Mach 2. I ducked inside the tower as they whizzed 
past. Just about the time they hit the ground, the rain came down in 
buckets and soaked me to the bone. 


After the rain, I climbed dripping wet, (5-1500") back up to the | 
top again with a new bulb and finished replacing the bad socket.

(in a paper bag) on the hood of the truck. I°11 tell you Joe, that 
ruined my day. There ain’t nothing worse than climbing 2400 feet 
straight up and down all morning and then having to eat sogay 
sandwiches for lunch!" 


So, whenever you think you’ve got troubles climbing your little 30 
foot backyard tower, just be glad it isn’t 300 feet tall!

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FROPER REPEATER USAGE 
RULE 97.119 OBSCENITY, INDECENCY, PROFANITY 


No licensed radio operator or other person shall transmit 
communications containing obscene, indecent, or profane Words. 
language, or meaning. 


Many Amateurs have lost their license for violating this rule. On a 
repeater, the license of the repeater trustee is also in j@opardy. 


RULE 97.3 (b) AMATEUR RADIO COMMUNICATIONS. Non-commercial radio 
communications by or among Amateur radio stations solely with a 
personal aim and without pecuniary or business interest. 


RULE 97.110 The transmission of business communications by an Amateur 
radio station is prohibited, except for emergency communications. 


Autopatches involving the business affairs of any party must not be 
conducted AT ANY TIME. The content of any patch should be such that it 
is clear to any listener that business communications is NOT involved.
